Our readers will dabtless be gratified at the general expression of 
public feeling that pevades the Southern country in relation to the 
Anti-Tariff Conventicaa to be held in Philadelphia. Already have most 
of the Southern State, with one accord, and in the common defence 
against a common emmy, risen up to war with this incubus upon our 
commerce. Already iave Delegates, from the several States affected 
by this system of outnge and robbery, been nominated, composed of 
the best talents and périotism of the country ; and already has the spi- 
rit of forbearance becane restive and ominous under the burdens of an 
unjust and partial lejislation. But, have we not respectfully remon- 
strated against this unvarrantable jurisdiction ? Have we not met them 
at the threshold, and dsputed inch by inch these incursions upon our 
property and upon ou rights? And have we not been overwhelmed 
and humiliated, not fo the want of justice in our cause, but by the bru- 
tal foree of numbers? And may we not yet hope for a sign of return- 
ing peace?’ May wenot yet anticipate a sense of returning justice to 
our rights defeated, aid our commerce disfranchised ?> But why in- 
dulge in misgivings o the virtue and patriotism of the majority aguinst 
us? Because that maority, in reckless pursuit of its purpose, has been 
as totally regardless 0 Southern rights, as they have been uublushing- 
ly bold in their protecion and defence of manufacturing cupidity. A 
system of duties, opeating upon a variety of interests, aad affecting 
almost every branch C commerce, has been enforced upon us, directly 
in contravention of th letter and spirit of the Constitution, and in the 
gross and palpable vication of the common rights of freemen. It is ae 
freemen, proud and palous of our rights—rights made sacred by the 
fathers of the Revoluton—that we rally, in one common effort, to un- 
shackle our commere of this odious and hateful scheme of taxation. 
This system of govenment, that paralyzes the industry and trammels 
the commerce of a lare portion of the country, under the specious pre- 
text of protecting donmstic manufactures—that oppresses the agriculta- 
rists, and enriches anc aggrandizes the sordid and rapacious manufae- 
turer—should be no Inger borne with that tame submission which no- 
thing but our patriotim and love of country (under wrongs the most 
grievous) hay permittd us to withstand. To what limit may not the 
oppression be extendd, if the barrier be not at once planted ? The 
past history of our cowtry has shown us, that a squeamish forbearance, 
under the illusive dram of a modification of the Tariff, but gives ad- 
ditional license to opprssion. The crisis is approaching, when the love 
of money must yieldto the love of country ; and, whilst nature has 
bestowed her treasure and her wealth amongst us, she has likewise 
bestowed the nght to feter, cherish, and protect them. The agricultu- 
ral sections of the courry are prolific in abundance to enterprize and 
industry ; and, if one Sranch of domestic industry shall be taxed an 
annual tribute of do and cents, to support another, without a reci- 
procal equivalent, it 1 time that we should make up the issue. Oar 
commerce and agricdture, over and above a revenue to the Govern- 
ment, (in the spirit ¢ a generous forbearance,) we must and will 
protect.

ANTI-TARIFF CONVENTION. 


From the Natchez Gazette. 


The Anti-Tariff Convention, composed of Delegates from different 
States, is to meet in Philadelphia, on the 30th of September. Unfor- 
tunately, the friends of Free Trade have weakened themselves by 
dissensions and disputes upon questions of far less importance than the 
one in which they are united. But, upon this occasion, these dissen- 
sions should be forgotten. Let them, at least, be buried in temporary 
oblivion, as is the case in South Carolina, where the Union and Nulli- 
fication Parties have both determined to send Delegates to the Conven- 
tion. The Tariff has been sustained for some years, by considerable 
majorities in Congress, but, it is believed, that if the question was 
fairly brought home to the American people, their voice would be 
against it. This is the chief object had in view by the Convention in 
Philadelphia. To marshal. organize, and concentrate the force which 
is arrayed against the Tariff in all parts of the Uniou—to strip the sub- 
ject of all sophistry and superfluity, and get it before the American 
people in its true shape and character—and, finally, to make such an 
appeal to the majority in Congress, as will induce it to pause in its race 
of unconstitutional exactions, and look around at poverty and 
wretchedness entailed upon the country by a favorite system. Already 
has the Tariff scattered the seed of discontent over our country, and 
menaced the Confederacy itself, with dissolution. South Carolina, one 
of the most patriotic States in the Union, is, unqnestionably, fast as- 
suming a position, from which she cannct be driven bat at the price of 
blood. Her people are goaded almost to madness, by the Tanff, and 
nothing but concessions from the majority at the next session of Con- 
gress, can appease her, and preserve the Union. Is it not better to 
make any sacrifice, than induce such a ca ? Had we not 
better be without any Tariff at all, than witness the progress of such 
feelings as exists in South Carolina? To reduce the rate of duties, is 
the only mode by which these feelings can be mitigated. Such is the 
principle upon which the Philadelphia Convention will act. Shall we 
not be represented in that Convention? Shall we not raise ap our 
voice in unison with our brethren? Can we not find a citizen, whose 
talents, general information, and dignity of character, point him out as 
a fit representative for the State of Mississippi, in the Convention ? 
‘ Shall we lay supine, when our Southern and Eastern brethren are 
about to make a vigorous effort to restore the Government to its original 

principles? We trast not: We trust there is sufficieut energy and 
spirit here, to join hand and heart, with our political friends abroad. 
Let us arouse from our slumber, and make one vigorous, one commen, 
one united effort, for the redemption of our country. :

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TARIFF LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES. | 





AN ACT to regulate the Duties on Imports and Tonnage: Ap- 
"proved April 27, 1816. 

Be it enacted, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of Amerwa, in Congress assembled, That from and atier the thir- 
tieth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and sixteen, the duties 
heretofore laid by law, on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported in 
to the United States, shall cease and determine, and there shall be art 
vied, and collected, and paid, the several duties hereinafter mentioned, 
that is to say: 

First. A duty of seven and a half per centum ad valorem, on all dy- 
ng drags,and materials for composing dyes, net sulject to other rates of

juty; gum arabic, gum senegal, saitpetre; Jewelry, gold, silver, aud 











other watches, and parts of watches; sold and silver lace, embroidery 
and epaulettes; precious stones ind pearls of all kinds, set or not set ; | 
bristol stones, or paste work, and all articles composed wholly or chiefly 
of gold, silver, pearl, and precious stones ; and laces, lace veils, lace | 
shawls, or shades, of thread or silk. 

en all articles not free, and nol stulyye cl to any other rate of duty. 

Third. A duty of twenty per centum ad valorem on hempen cloth, 
or sail cloth, (except Russia and German linens, Russia and Holland 
duck.) stockings, of wool or cotton; printing types; all articles manu- 
factared from brass, copper. iron, steel, pewter, lead or tn, or ol which 
these metals, or either of them. is the material of chief value; brass 
wire. cutlery, pins, needles, buttons, button moulds, and buckles of all 
kinds; gilt, plated and japanned wares of all kinds ; cannon, niuskets, 
fire arms, and side arms; Prussian blue, china ware, earthern ware, 
stone ware, porcelain, and glass manufactures, other than window glass, 
and black glass quart bottles. 

Fourth. A duty of twenty-five per centam ad valorem on woollen 
manufactures of all descriptions, er ot which wool is the material of 
chief value. excepting blankets, woollen rugs, aud worsted or stutl 
goods, shall be levied, collected, and paid, from and after the thirtieth 
day of June next, until the thirtieth day of June, one thous.nd eight 
hundred and nineteen, and afier that day, twenty per centum on the 
said articles ; and on cotton manufactures of all descriptions, or of which 
cotton is the material of chief value, and on cotton twist, yarn, or thread, 
as follows, viz: for three years neat ensuing the thirtieth day of June 
next, a duty of twenty-five per centum ad valorem; and after the ex- 
piration of the three years aforesaid, a duty of twenty per centum ad 
valorem: Provided, That all cotton cloths, or cloths of which cotton is 
the material of chief value, (excepting nankeens, imported directly from 
China.) the original cost of which, at the place whence imported, with 
the addition of twenty per centum, if imported from the Cape of Good 
Hope, or from places beyond it, and of ten per centam, if unported 
from any other place, shall be less than twenty-five cents per square 
yard, shall, with such addition, be taken and deemed to have costtwen- 
ty-five cents per square yard, and shall be charged with duty accorditg- 
ly: Provided, also, That all unbleached and uncolored cotton twist, 
yarn, or thread, the original cost of which shall be less than sixty cents 
per pound, shall be deemed and taken to have cost sixty cents per pound, 
and shall be charged with duty accordingly ; and all bleached or color- 
ed yarn, the original cost of which shall have been Jess than seventy- 
five cents per pound, shall be taken and deemed to have cost seventy- 
five cents per poand, and shall be charged with duty accordingly ; 
And provided, further, That cotton piece goods, imported in ships or 
vessels of the United States, which shall have sailed fiom the United 
States before the passage of this act, and shall arrive therein between 
the thirt‘eth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and sixteen, and 
the first day of June, one thousand eight hundred and seventeen, the 
original cost of which cotton piece goods, at the place whence imported, 
shall have been less than twenty-five cents per square yard, shall be ad- 
mitted to entry, subject only ,to a duty of thirty-three and a third per 
centum on the cost of the said cotton piece goods in India, and on the 
usual addition of twenty per ceutum on that cost. 

Fifth. A daty of thirty per centam ad valorem on umbrellas, parasols, 
of whatever materials made, and sticks or frames for umbrellas or para- 
sols; bonnets and caps for women, fans, feathers, ornaments for head 
dresses, artificial flowers, millinery of all sorts; hats or caps of wool, 
fur, leather, chip, straw, or silk ; cosmetics, washes, balsas, perfumes; 
painted floor cloths; mats, of grass or flags; sallad oil, pickles, capers, 
olives, mustard, comfits, or sweetmeats, preserved in sugar or brandy ; 
wafers. cabinet wares, and all manufactures of wood; carriages of all 
descriptions, and parts thereof; leather, and all manufactures of leather, 
or of which leather is the material of chief value ; saddles, bridles, har- 
ness; pa, er of every description, paste-board, paper hangings, blank 
books, parchment, vellum ; brushes, canes, walking sticks, whips ; and 
clothing ready made. And, in all cases where an ad valorem duty shall 
be charged, it shall be calculated on the nett cost of the article, at the 
place whence imported, (exclusive of packages, commissions, and all 
charges,) with the usual addition established by law, of twenty per 
centum on all merchandise imported from places beyond the Cape of 
Good Hope, and of ten per centum on articles imported from all other 

laces. , 

Sixth. The following duties, severally and specifically: on ale, beer, 
and porter, in bottles, fifteen cents per gallon ; on ale, beer, and porter, 
imported otherwise than in bottles, ten cents per gallon; on allum, one 
dollar per hundred weight ; on almonds,three cents per pound ; on black 
giass quart bottles, one hundred and forty-four cents per groce ; on boots, 
one dollar and fifty cents per pair; on bristles, three cents per pouad ; 
on playing cards, thirty cents per pack; on tarred cables and cordage, 
three cents per pound ; on untarred cordage, yarns, twine, packthread, 
and seines, four cents per pound; on tallow candles, three cents per 
pound; on wax and spermaceti candels, six cents per pound; on Chi- 
nese cassia, six cents per pound; on cinnamon, twenty-five cents per 
pound; oavcloves, twenty-five cents per pound; on cheese, nine cents

And be it further enacted, ‘That the followig articles shall be 
imported into the United States free of duties ; that is to say, all articles 
imported for the use of the United States; philosophical apparatus, in- 
struments, books, maps, charts, statues, busts, casts, paintings, draw- 
ings, engravings, specimens of sculpture, cabinets of coins, gems, me- 
dals, and all other collections of antiquities, statuary, modelling, paint- 
ing, drawing, etching or engraving, specially imported by order and for 
the use of any society incorporated for philosophical or literary purposes, 
or for the encouragement of the fine arts, or by order, and for the use of 
any seminary of loarning ; specimens in uatural history, mineralogy, bo- 
tany, and auatomical preparations, models of machinery and other in- 
ventions, plants and trees ; wearing apparel and other personal baggage 
in actual use, and the implements or tools of trade of persons arriving 
in the United States; reguius of antimony, bark of the cork tree, un- 
manufactured ; animals imported for breed; burr stones, unwrought ; 
gold coin, silver coin, and bullion; clay; unwrought copper, imported 
in any shape for the use of the mint; copper and brass, in pigs, bars, or 
plates, suited to the sheathing of ships; old copper and brass, and old 
pewter, fit only to be re-manufactured; tin, in pigs or bars; furs, un- 
dressed, of all kinds ; raw hides and skins; lapis calammaris; plaister of 
Paris; rags of any kind of cloth; sulphur or brimstone; barilia; Brazil 
wood, brazilletto, red wood, camwood, fustic, logwood, Nicaragua, and 
other dye woods ; wood, unmanufactured, of any kind, zinc, teutenague 
or spelter. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, 'That an addition of ten per centum 
shall be made to the several rates of duties above specified and imposed, 
in respect to all goods, wares, and merchandise, on the importation of 
which, in American or foreign vessels, a specific discrimination has not 
been herein already made, which, after the said thirtieth day of June, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixteen, shall be imported, in ships or 
vessels not of the United States: Prorided, That this additional duty 
shall not apply to goods, wares, and merchandise, »mported in ships or 
vessels not of the United States, entitled by treaty, or by any act or acts 
of Congress, to be entered in the ports of the United States, on the pay- 
ment of the same duties as are paid on goods, wares and merchandise, 
imported in ships or vessels of the United States. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, ‘That there shall be allowed a draw- 
back of the duties, by this act imposed, on goods, wares, and merclian- 
dise, unported into the United States, upon the exportation thereof, 
within the time, and in the manuer prescribed by the existing laws, sub- 
ject to the following provisions, that is to say: that there shall not be an 
allowance of the drawback of duties in the case of goods tmported in 
foreign vessels, from any of the dominions, colonies, o1 possessions of 
any foreign Power, to and with which the vessels of the United States 
are not permitted to go and trade ; that there shall not be an allowance 
of the drawback of duties for the amount of the additional duties by 
this act imposed on goods imported in vessels not of the United States; 
that there shall not be an allowance of the drawback in case of foreign 
dried and pickled fish, and other salted provisions,fish oil, plaving cards ; 
that there shall be deducted and retained from the amount of the duties 
on goods exported, with the benefit of drawback, (other than spirits,) 
two and a half per centum ; and that there shall be retained in the case 
of spirits exported with the benefit of drawback, two cents per gallon 
upon the quantity of spirits, and also three per centum on the amount 
of duties, payable on the importation thereof. But, nevertheless, the 
provisions of this act shall not be deemed in any wise to impair any 
rights and privileges which have been or may be acquired by any for- 
eign nation, under the laws and treaties of the United States, upon the 
subject of exporting goods from the United States, with the benefit of a 
drawback of the duties, payable upon the importation thereof, 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, ‘That after the thirtieth day of June, 
next,in all cases of entry of merchandise for the benefit of drawback, the 
time of twenty days shall be allowed from the date of the entry. for giv- 
ing the exportation bonds for the same: Provided, That the exporter 
shall, in every other particular, comply with the regulations and formal- 
ities heretofore established for entries of exportation for the benefit of 
drawback. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the duty on the tonnage of

An Act to increase the duties on certain manufactured articles imported 
into the United States. 


Be it enacted, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America, in Congress assembled, That, from and alter the thir- 
tieth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and cic hteen, the duties 
now in force upon the articles heremafter enumerated and described, at 
their importation into the United States, shall cease; and that, in lieu 
thereof, there shall be thenceforth laid, levied, and collected, upon the 
said articles, at their importation, the several and respectives rates or 
duties following, that is to say—on articles manufactured from copper, 
or of which copper is the material of chief value, twenty-five per cent. 
ad valorem; ou silver-plated saddiery, coach and harness furniture, 
twenty-five per cent. ad valorem; on cut-glass, thirty per cent. ad va- 
lorem; on tacks, brads, and sprigs, not exceeding sixteen ounces to the 
thousand, five cents on every thousand thereof; and on tacks, brads, 
and ‘sprigs, exceeding sixteen ounces to the thousand, the same duty as 
on nails; brown Russia sheetings, not exceeding fifty-two archines in 
each piece, one dollar and sixty cents per piece ; white Russia sheet- 
ings, not exceeding fifty-two archines in each piece, two dollars and 
hity cents per piece. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That an addition of ten per cen- 
tum shall be made to the severa! rates of duties above specified and im- 
posed, in respect to all such goods, wares, and merchandise, which, 
after the said thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight huudred and 
eighteen, shall be imported in ships or vessels not of the United States : 
Provided, "That this additional duty shall not apply to goods, wares, and 
merchandise, imported in ships or vessels not of the United States, en- 
titled by treaty, or by any act or acts of Congress, to be entered in the 
ports of the United States, on the payment of the same duties as are paid 
on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported in ships or vessels of the 
United States, 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That there shall be allowed a 
drawback of the duties, by this act imposed, on goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise, imported into the United States, upon the exportation thereof 
within the time, and in the manner prescribed in the fourth section of 
the act, entitled “an act to regulate the duties on imports and tonnage,”

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That the existing laws shall 
extend to, and be in force for, the collection of the duties imposed by this 
act, on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into the United States : 
and for the recovery, collection, distribution, and remission of all fines, 
penalties, and forfeitures: and for the allowance of the drawbacks by 
this aet authorized, as fully and effectually as if every regulation, re- 
striction, penalty, forfeiture, provision, clause, matter, and thing, in the 
existing laws contained, had been inserted in, and re-enacted by this 
act. And that all acts, and parts of acts, which are contrary to this act, 
shall be, and the same are hereby, repealed.

The call was signed by more than one hundred and fifty 
persons, amongst whom were at least a hundred, as we are in- 
formed, who are directly concerned in the profits of the pro- 
tected manufactures, or who are so connected with those who 
are, as to possess What may be considered an indirect interest 
inthem. Itis probabie that a list of the names, showing this 
fact, will some of these days be published. 

The meciing was opened by the appointment of the Hon. 
Joseph Hemphill, President ; Matthew Carey, and Robert 
Walu, EXsqs., Vice-Presidents ; and James Page, and Thomas 
M. Pettit, Esqs., Seeretaries. 

Fight Resolutions were then offered by Charles J. Ingersoll, 
. . o ° 
Esq., with some prefatory remarks, and unanimously adopted 
—after which, thirty-two Delegates were appointed to attend 
the Tariff Convention at New York ov the 26th of October. 
After appointing a Committee to urge the friends of the cause 
in this and other States to hold meetings in their respective 
counties and districts, in order to express their views of the 
propriety of adhering to the present Tariff, and to appoint De- 
legates to the Tariff Convention, the meeting adjourned.

By way ‘f helping the Tariff Party to carry on their wise 
scheme of tenefitting manufacturers, by imposing heavy duties 
on the raw materials used by them, we have penned the fol- 
lowing 

PETITON OF TITE SALTPETRE-CAVE-OWNERS. 
To the Howrable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 


United states, the Petition of the Subscribers respectfully re- 
presents: 


That yotr petitioners are the proprietors of certain Salt- 
petre-Cave in the State of Kentucky, which are capable, 
with prope legislative encouragement, of supplying the whole 
consumpiim of the United States : That your petitioners hold 
it to be a findamental principle in political economy, that pro- 
tection shald be extended towards every species of manufac- 
ture which 's essential to render the nation independent in time 
of war; anl, as Saltpetre is indispensable to the manufacture 
of gun-powler, it is humbly conceived to be one possessing such 
high claimsto governmental favor, that nothing more need be 
done, to intre its being taken into the paternal keeping of the 
“Americal System,’—which your petitioners regard as the 
essence ofhuman wisdom—than the mere mention of its lap- 
guishing fir waat of proper protection. 
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Your petitioners will here take leave to state, that foreign 
Saltpetre can be imported inte this country, from the East 
Tudies? and sold, as it now is, free of duty, at eight cents per 
pound. Such importation, however, your petitioners respect- 
fully apprehend, is highly disadvantageous to the country: for, 
being purchased with specie, and not with agricultural produc- 
tious, it must ever occasion a balance of trade against the U. 
States, and give employment to foreigo industry, to the injury 
of that of our own citizens. On the other hand, there is rea- 
son to believe, that, to produce Saltpetre in Kentueky, would 
wot cost more than twenty-five or thirty ets. per pound, which, 
being paid to the laborers in the produce of the soil, would re- 
main in the country, and, by cireulating from haud to hand, 
would be that much clear gain to the nation. 

Your petitioners have observed, with perfect approbation, 
that a leading feature in the “* Americau System” ts, to eucou- 
rage manufactures, by the imposition of high duties, not only 
upon the rival fabrics, but upou the raw materials of which 
the domestic ones are made. ‘Thus, for the encouragement of 
the manufacturers of woollens, a duty of 5U to 10U per centum 
is laid upon wool—for the encouragement of the manufacturers 
of iron, hard-ware, &c., a duty of 100 to 150 per centum is 
laid upon bar iron—and, for the encouragement of the manu- 
facturers of ropes and cordage, a duty of SOU per ton is laid 
upon hemp. All these provisions evince, in an eminent de- 
gree, the sagacity of those law-makers, who, with the impen- 
etrable depth of wisdom, to which that of Selon was a mere 
matter of moon-shine, have established our manufactures upon 
such a durable basis, that, were it not for the immaterial cir- 
cumstance that some of the raw materials cost more in this 
country than the price at whicn the article, ready manufactur- 
ed, can be imported, nothing could disturb their claims to im- 
mortal reputation. Nothing is wanting, as il appears to your 
petitioners, to reoder the * American System” perfect, but to 
extend to your petitioners the fostering care of Congress, in 
the form of a duty of three or four hundred per centum upon 
foreign Saltpetre, so as to enable your petitioners to compete 
with their foreign rivals. This, it will be observed, wili place 
the manufacturers of gun-powder upon a footing with those of 
woollens, iron, and hemp—a footing whereby eyual protection 
is extended to all, and will enable your petitioners to set in 
wetion a quantity of American industry which cannot but 
greatly evrich the nation, by preventing the exportation of its 
mineral wealth. 

Aad your petitioners, as in duty bound, will ever pray, &c.
